The students thus enrolled will be 
under 
the direction 
of a 
United 
Sla tes army officer and they will de­ 
vote about one-fourth of their time 
to military instruction and drill and 
the remainder to their studies. 
From 
time to time a fter they begin mili­ 
tary instruction they will be cla ssi­ 
fied for the particular branches of 
service 
for which 
they are 
best 
suited. 
Those who show that they 
have ability to serve as officers will 
he placed in officers’ training schools. 
Others will be selected for special 
mechanical lines. 
It is further ex plained that men 
under eighteen y ea rs of age may en­ 
list in the student army corps, but 
that none of their ex penses will be 
paid. 
Men over eighteen y ears of 
age who do not enroll in colleges and 
universities will be subject to draft 
call according to their numbers. 
Quite a number of local hoy s ex 
pect to take adva nta ge of the oppor­ 
tunity thus offered by the govern­ 
ment.

Inherited weaknesses, feeble-minded­ 
ness, and poor food and clothing, are 
v ery common accompaniments to the 
drink habit.

Fools

C H I L D R E N P R O F I T B Y D E C R E A S E 
IN H O U R S O F D R I N K T R A D E . 
The children in G reat Britain hav e 
gained, ev en u nder su ch measu res of 
restriction of the liqu or traffic as hav e 
been introdu ced by the board of con­ 
trol. A recent book w ritten by H enry 
Carter, a member of the board, states 
that the nu mber of deaths of infants 
from ov erly ing decreased by 4 0 per 
cent in 1916 as compared with 1914 . 
The nu mber steadily declined with the 
decrease in arrests for dru nkenness. 
Cases of cru elty and neglect of chil­ 
dren du e to dru nkenness dealt with by 
the National Society for the Prev en­ 
tion of Cru elty to Children decreased 
from 4 0.2 per cent in 1914 -15 to 31.2 
per cent in 1916 -17 . 
W ith it went a 
general improv ement 
in the homes 
and nu trition of children, better rest 
becau se the streets became qu iet ear­ 
lier du e to the earlier closing hou r of 
the pu blic hou se. 
The long ev enings 
in Great Britain, cou pled with late 
closing of the saloons, tended to keep 
the children on the streets often u ntil 
midnight, while the streets wou ld not 
grow qu iet u ntil one o’clock or later. 
Su ch conditions were, of cou rse, detri­ 
m ental to children’s health and moral 
welfare. 
So mu ch gain Great B ritain 
has won for her children merely by 
diminishing the hou rs of the drink 
trade. 


O N E R E A S O N W H Y . 
Alex ander Koskl of M arqu ette was 
fou nd dead in front of his home Su n­ 
day morning. There was a rou nd hole 
at the base of his sku ll abou t the size 
of an ordinary rev olv er bu llet. 
The

and it w asn’t throu gh eating candy 
that he w as in this condition. 
The 
man stu mbled abou t the hou se, tried 
to get into his wife’s bedroom, hu t 
she, knowing his condition, had locked 
the door. There was a man with him. 
The m an’s son, retu rning from work 
at abou t elev en that night fou nd his 
father sitting in one of the down­ 
stairs rooms and afterw ard he heard 
him go ou t of the hou se a t abou t one 
o’clock in the morning. 
W hisky was 
the cau se of his death. 
H e ev idently 
fell while In his dru nken condition, 
fractu ring his sku ll. 
It is one of a thou sand reasons why , 
the 
people 
v oted 
dry .—Ishpoming

The congested 
face, bloated body and du llness of 
body and mind are the best ev idences 
of the poisoning and degenerativ e pro­ 
cesses going on. There can be no con­ 
flict of opinions on this, becau se it can 
be m easu red and stated in m athem ati­ 
cal terms, regardless of theories. 
“Beer is a most insidiou s poison be­ 
cau se it produ ces other poisons, and 
starts new processes of degeneration 
that are u nknown u ntil the final col­ 
lapse rev eals them. The beer drinker 
dies early from diseases of the heart 
and kidney s.”—T. D. Crothers, M. D.
